Hits at Charity 
Taking a rap at Lyman Abbott, ed­ 
itor of the Outlook, for his opposi-j 
tion to woman's suffrage, Dr. Shaw j 
said that the only true thing he had 
ever w ritten 
about the cause was I 
that votes for women would prevent 
them from engaging in charity and 
philanthropy. Miss Shaw holds that 
this is a desirable thing. She said 
that what men require is not free 
soup and bread, but a chance to earn 
their own soup and buy their own j 
bread. 
“Society is going out of fashion, 
thank God! 
There is little attrac­ 
tion in it for the women any more, 
since the men have gotten into the 
habit of staying away,” continued 
Miss Shaw. “There is nothing more 
comical to me than the sight of a 
man at a social gathering. Men as a ( 
whole are on another plane than 
women, and there will never be the 
right harmony between the sexes un­ 
til women climb to the man s plane. 
“Women need the power to or­ 
ganize. and the vote as a power to 
back up their organization, and en­ 
force better working conditions. In 
the inevitable struggle for life, with 
men and women on an equal footing, 
women need the ballot as a weapon 
to give them an equal chance with 
men. Women in the past have been 
too 
repressed. 
They need to be 
free.” 
Ballot Domestic Necessity 
Miss Shaw said that the whole ar-1 
gument for woman 
suffrage 
was 
contained in the following statement, 
by Dean Breckenridge of the Chicago 
university: “ Home making and child 
rearing have become 
public 
func­ 
tions, and the ballot has become a 
domestic necessity.”

should not contain more than 
words if a portrait cut is to be used 
and not to exceed 600 wmrds where 
a cut is not desired.

pages by paying an additional fee, 
Each candidate for one of these ofi 
flees m ust pay $30 for the first pap 
and $15 for the second. Candidate 
for th e state senate are assessed Jib 
and candidates for the assembly 
State Central committees also mur 
pay $30 a page.

Owing to the limitation of expem- 
es to which a candidate or his friends 
for him may go many candidates will 
have to “ go lig h t” between now and 
November as in some instances they 
spent nearly their limit in the pri­ 
m ary campaign.
